The Globe Democrat: The Popocratic 


press has discovered that somebody did 
actually predict that good times would 
begin soon after the election. 
A delega- 


tion of Ohio Republican editors visited 
Candidate MoKinley on September 8, 
1896, and iu a speech one of them said 
that''the people now await the night of 
*he 3d of November, when the wires will 
give the signal that will send a thrill 
through the nation, awakening public 
confidence and setting in motion the mil- 
lions of men now idle and the millions of 
capital now dormant through this coun- 
try." 
That prediction, that is to say, 


vae made about two months before the 
«lection. Now let us see how it tallies 
•with events. 


If the Popooratlc clitics turn to the 


papers of Friday Novembber 6, 1896, they 
will flnd the result of the election 
promptly registered itself In increased 
business activity. Every dally paper in 
the United States on that day which pub- 
lished the news printed long accounts 
from places as far apart as Boston and 
Kansas City, St. Paul and Charleston, of 
a great industrial revival "Our business 
has already felt the improvement which 
McKinluy'a election is sure to biing 
•bout," said the president of a large iron 
company in St. Louis, as reported in the 
"Globe-Democrat" of that issue. The 
same record of Improvement came from a 
thousand aouoies in different parts of the 
country. This was the state of things on 
Thursday, .November 5, tho day before it 
was chronicled in the papers, and with 
only one day intervening ^between the 
trade revival and the election. Consider- 
ing that the Popooratlc papers were still 
•counting Bryan in along to that time, 
this business response to MoKinley's 
election was prompt and emphatic. No 
other single event in the nation's history 
over made guoh a quick and sweeping im- 
provement in the business situation.

The governor will 
consult with other officers of state and 
wfll appoint delegates to an electoral 
college, which will convene at 
the 


house of the president. This presiden- 
tial congress will then vote for the 
president and the vice president. The 
nnmber'of delegates Is determined by 
the population in the states. 
This 


method of election is preferred to the 
popular vote owing to the state of war 
prevailing upon the island.

PUTTING ON GLASSES. 


They Should %ot Be Adopted Too 


Earl> or Too Late. 


The time of life at «hich the reading 


of ordinary print ot the usual distance 
becomes fatiguing is generally between 
45 and 50 years of ag-e. To feeble per- 
sons, or those in poor health it may 
come earlier, while o the very robu&t, 
and especially to those who ha\e not 
severely taxed Uieir eyes, it may be 
postponed much longer. 


As age advances the lens of the e,je 


slowly hardens, and as a consequence, 
there is a natural failure of the org-in to 
accommodate itself to near otijec-ts. 


As a rule, this condition comes on 


gradually, and for come time imper- 
ceptibly. 


The first complaint is that evening; 


work is somewhat troublesome; the 
light often seems dim. and if the work 
is brought-closer to the eyes, or a bet- 
ter light is provided, the piint still fails 
to become distinct. One Pnds it bel- 
ter to hold the pnge farther away than 
formerly; the print seems pale; the 
letters run together, and the eyes often 
emart and give pain. 


These symptoms are frequently en 


durcd for months before their signifi- 
cance is understood, and sometime- 
the reading distance is pushed as far 
away as the arm can comenienth 
stretch. 


In other cases the person recognizes 


the probable nature of his trouble, but 
Is unwilling to hove his age suspected, 
and so gives up reading. 


Although this condition, a« bos been 


said, usually comes on gradually, it 
sometimes appears very suddenly, and 
e\en prematurely, as a resu.t of severe 
nervous prostration. 


To the question whether it is beltei 


to defer the use of glasses as long a' 
possible, the answer is that as soon a^ 
dicomfort arise-) for lack of them. the\ 
should be adopted. 
And it is irapor 


taut that they should be fitted to the 
eyes by a thoroughly competent per 
son. 


With far-sighted persons, the rcnclinp 


distance vanes greatly—it is between 
ten and twenty inches—and as theoc 
cupation and requirements of the null 
utlual should be the guide js to the 
strength of the glasses needed, pood 
judgment and considerable experience 
lire required to determine what the 
glasses shou'cl be in any ghcn case. 


The rule is to wear the weakest 


glasses which mal.c work ens} at the ac- 
customed distance, and if proper glasses 
are secured as soon as they are needed, 
there should ordinarily be no need of 
haling them changed for at least two 
years. 


The choice between spectacles and 


eye-glasses is to be decided chiefly by 
considerations of convenience. But in 
either case it is desirable tow earglasses 
the area of which is large enough to pre- 
vent the wearer from seeing the frames.

Whatever faults the Cretans may 


have, they are brave and hardy — Chris- 
tians and Moslems alike. They support 
life on anything, or almost nothing, for 
an indefinite time, and wien the worst 
comes to the worst, die. hard. 
They 


have more lives than the proverbial cat, 
and their recuperative forcesseem inex- 
haustible. A few days ago one of them 
was shot throng* the right lung1, and 
the doctor declared that five or six hours 
v>as the most he could live. That man 
is alive to-day, and takes his mishap as 
coolly as if it were a corn or colic. He 
it not out of danger, but neither is he 
w holly devoid of hope. Now, the Chris- 
tian insurgents on the heights above 
Malaxa are men of thii type. They sleep 
out i n the open, the intensity of bl ue sea 
at their feet, and the dazzling, snow- 
capped mountains behind them. Their 
shelter is an olive tree, an inequality in 
the ground, a stone, the remains of a 
waJl— anything that happens to he 
available. There they lie perdue day 
after day straining their marvelous vi- 
sion to catch sight o* an incautious 
Turk, ajid prepared to put a. bullet 
through the smallest extent of his per- 
son which he may expose. They are all 
remarkably good shots, equaled only by 
the Swiss and the Doers. This is char- 
acteristic of every Cretan, whatever hi-> 
age or religion. 
From childhood on- 


ward they practice rifle shooting inces- 
santly, and, however poor, always man- 
age to possess a rifle and ammunition. A 
Cretan would sell his immortal soul for 
a gun or revolver, and would steal them 
from his bosom friend without a pang of 
compunction. It is part of his nature. 
During the present insurrection I have 
heard of several cases of Cretan Chris- 
tians robbing their own comrades — but 
only of their guns, revolvers and cart- 
ridges, which is not a breach of any 
of their commandments. Shooting is 
their predominating passion, and they 
ncver attempt to restrain it. 
They 


somehow bring it into harmony with 
their creed, and therefore they lie, steal, 
fight, kill and die with the conscience of 
a saint.— London Telegraph.

The American board of foreign mis- 


sions has received from Bev. James 
Smith, one of its missionaries in Ah- 
inednagar, India, a carefully prepared 
statement relative to the prevalence of 
the famine in that country. Mr. Smith 
says. 


There are three things that absorb 


all public interest just now in India, 
These are the famine, the plague and 
the stupendous task which the govern- 
ment has undertaken, to stop the 
plague and feed the millions that are 
starving. More than 3,500,000 people 
are already on relief works— works that 
cwo their inception to the famine, and 
the number is increasing by a quarter 
of a million a week. The increase is 
likely to go on and be more rapid 111 
the future, for the people have well- 
nigh exhausted their own slim re- 
sources and prices are still steadily ris- 
ing. 
The price of wheat here to-day is 


$2.23 a bushel. The cheapest grain that 
can be bought sells for more than 
$1.25 


a bushel. Wages of day laborers were 
never so low, ranging from five to seven 
cents a day. 


"There are 95,000 persons in this dis- 


trict on relief works, more than 11 
per cent, of the total population- These 
people receive on an average 25 cents 
a week for their labor. 
At piresent 


prices a. man requires at least 21 cents 
a'week to buy the grain out of which 
his bread is made, leaving two cents for 
everything else he may need. A spirit 
of resignation has crept over the whole 
land. They quietly whisper: 'It is 
God's will,' and walk away in silence. 
Escape scenis impossible. 


"Sir W. VV. Hunter says that the num- 


ber needing relief may reach 40,000,000 
before harvest, and if the rainfall 
should be short next year also, the 
num- 


ber may reach 90,000,000. When the 
history of this famine comes to be writ- 
ten, it will stand on record as the most 
stupendous work of philanthropy that 
ever was conceived by the mind of man, 
equaled only by-the success with which 
it was executed 15 years after its con- 
ception."— Springfield (Mass.) Repub- 
lican.

This being tbe situation, It Is not likely 
that tbe bouse will act upon tbe belliger- 
ency resolution or take any other action 
relating to Cuba until Pretldent Mi,Kln- 
ley has bad time enough to formulate 
and announce his policy. Tbe real friends 
of Cuta want more than a recognition of 
belligerency; they want to see the Island 
independent; and to tbat end they are 
steadfastly working meanwhile, the money 
appropriated by congress for the relief of 
destitute Americans In Cuba, U being 
used for tbat purpose by the United States 
consuls. There is no good reason for any 
undue baste in taking tbe next .step, es- 
pecially when haste might defeat tbe very 
object sought—tbe ending of blocdibed in 
Cuba. President MoKinley has promised 
to act in a short time, and Republicans 
are willing to accept tbat promise and 
wait.
